Taggart, 72, veteran Indiana. Demo- 
cratic leader, died at his home here 
Wednesday morning following an ill- 
ness of several months. 


Taggart became a power in nation- 


al and Indiana politics because of 
two characteristics — Loyalty 
to 


friends and his ability to remember 
names, faces and the smallest inci- 
dents. 


Proof of his regard and loyalty for 


friendship is shown by an incident in 
1915^. when with 47 others, he was 
indicted on charges of election frauds 
in Indianapolis"." Having furnished 
bond for his release he spared no ef- 
fOrts until he had raised $200,000 
bail, obtaining the release of the en- 
tire 47 persons indicted with him. 
The charges later were dropped for 
lack of evidence. 
During the 30 


years of his leadership in- Indiana 
politics and his 20 years connection 
with national affairs, Thomas Tag- 
gart, was said never to have deserted 
a friend in need. 


Mr. Taggart was an ardent believ- 


er in acquaintanceship as a factor 
to success. His friends related nu- 
merous instances in which he would 
pass through a crowded hall, meet 
people to the right and left of him, 
chat only for a moment and then 
several years later /remember their 
faces, names and incidents relating 
to his first introduction to them. 


A native of Ireland, born Novem- 


ber 17,1856, he earned his first wages 
as a waiter behind a railway lunch 
counter, but it was not long before 
hre discarded his apron for the more 
pretentious 
clothes of 
proprietor. 


Step by step he passed through the 
stages of hotel proprietor, a leader 
of state and national prominence in 
politics, owner of an Indiana health 
resort and United States senator. He 
was at one time owner of the Grand 
Hotel in Indiana, now historic be- 
cause of the many political coups 
which originated within its walls. 
His friends declared that though a 
millionaire many times over he re- 
mained the same modest person who 
came to this country when young, 
settling in Xenia, O., and moving to 
Indiana in 1870.

H o u s e s Increasing in 


Amount of Margin Trader 
Must Put Up 


BY GEORGE T. HUGHES 


New York—Many large brokerage 


houses doing business on the New 
York Stock Exchange have recent- 
ly adopted more rigid restrictions 
on margin trading, restrictions that 
affect especially the small specula- 
tor. The tendency now is to elimi- 
nate all accounts which do business 
in lea* than twenty-five share lots. 
Smaller amounts will be bought for 
cash but when purchased on mar- 


!ft tl.c iiiin.irtUirt is us slaltu. 
The amount of margin that must 


be put up by the trader is also be- 
ing increased gradually. There Is 
no. agreement on any exact percent- 
age and some houses are more liber- 
al (if it can be called that) 
than 


others 
but the intention is to do 


business on an increasingly 
more 


conservative scale. 


Let us sec what this means to the 


average small trader in stocks. Sup- 
pose he buys '25 shares of a stock 
selling at 100 on a 50 per cent mar- 
gin. This means that he must put 
up $1.2oO 
in cash 
and that 
the 


broker borrows as much from the 
bank, making in all $2,500 which 
would just pay for the stock sup- 
posing the market price to be par. 
If the stock were selling at $200 a 
share the margin would be corres- 
pondingly increased and if at $50 
per share it would be that much 
less. 


Now this works no real hardship 


on anybody. If the speculator can- 
not afford to deposit a 50 per cent 
margin he ought not to speculate. If 
he cannot carry 60 shares at this 
rate he ought to content 
himself 


with 25 and if that is too much he 
ought 
to slay out of the market 


speculative!}' speaking. 


The fact 
of the matter is that 


speculation invariably involves loss 
on some trades at any rate. 
The 


best the speculator can hope for is 
that the profits will exceed the loss- 
es. There are people who have been 
buying stocks in the last few years 
and reaping profits who do not un- 
derstand this and will not believe it 
when told. They have'been riding 
along on the crest of a wave and 
congratulating themselves on their 
own good 
judgment,

of the river to bottle- up some of the 
excess water eacli spring before it 
starts on its annual flood 
oL 
de< 


struction," Mr. Tripp said. 


A survey has been made In the 


Menominee Indian reservation 
at 


K<»shena and several branches of the 
government are working on plans 
for relief in the section. 


The predictions of Mr. Tripp are 


given weight when he points

that between two and three feet of 
(snow lies on the level In the upper 
"Wolf river valley.

Forts were held nothing 
better than traps for their garrisons. 


Now, however, France is spending 


huge sums on frontier fortifications. 


Careful study of the war's develop- 


ments, it is said, has convinced the 
French army men that the forts were 
more valuable than was supposed. Al- 
terations have been made in design, to 
be sure; but since any new war be- 
tween France and Germany would 
doubtless be another trench war, the 
French are determined to have the 
nucleus of a great trench system ready 
for use if the occasion arises. 


HIS 100,000-MILE BICYCLE 


The bicycle, once made a "craze"' by 


eager Americans, has fallen upon evil 
days. The automobile has robbed it of 
its charms and its advantages.

"wheelmen's clubs" of our fathers' 'day 
arc disbanded, not to be reorganized. 


But Harry W Kadlow, of Geneva, 


X. Y., is as much of an enthusiast as 
he ever was. In 1899 he bought a bi- 
cycle. He still has it, and during the

ridden it 100,000 miles. lie pedals it to 
work daily; and although he has rc- 


, 
placed all of its moving parts, and has 


many new tires, it is still the 


same old bicycle, good for many more 
miles.

is pretty smart. Bicycling is good sport 
and good exercise; he has stuck to it 
despite the fact that it is no longer 
fashionable. 


ART BELONGS TO ALL 


A strange view of many Americans 


is that enjoyment of fine art is open 
only to the few. That used to be the 
point o? view with respect to music un-' 
til people began to tune in on great 
concerts over the radio and discovered 
/• 
that a music institute education or ten 
years abroad is unnecessary in order to 
appreciate tlie beauty of great sym- 
phonies and operatic vocal selections. 
"JExclusiveness" is no more a requisite 
of fine art than of fine music. 


Not long ago a great art critic was 


'brought to trial in a libel case for de- 
claring that an alleged da Vinci paint- 
ing offered for sale was not genuine. 
He was obliged to explain his belief, 
and did so with the utmost simplicity. 
An eye was "dead" and lopkcd as if It 
had been pasted on the canvas. 
The 


skin didn't look like the skin of a liv- 
ing person, or like the skin that partic- 
ular artist knew how to paint. The eye- 
brows didn't give the impression of" 
real, growing hair; they were just dead 
shadows; the throat wasn't "according 
to anatomy"; the lighting was wrong, 
and so on. There was much humorous 
comment upon the fact that the jury 
consisted of people who never had seen 
an art gallery, but the comment was 
shallow. The jury was quite capable of 
getting the point—and getting a liberal 
education besides. 


The New York Times quoted one 


juror.who was an accountant as re- 
marking to another who was a shirt- 
maker: "We're learning an awful lot 
about painting." They were, and in a 
short time. Any city can bring appre- 
ciation of fine art within" range of 
most of its people-if it will give them 
a center for its discussion and exhibit.

Out of the cold wave which fell upon 


cpntinental Europe while Icelanders 
and Spitzbergenites 
were 
walking 


around without overcoats there came 
dozens of queer-tales for the investi- 
gator of scientific mysteries. 


For example, we were given 
the 


curicfus 
meteorological information 


that a number pf towns were suffering 
the lowest recorded 
temperature in 


two hundred years—some say two 
hundred fifty. One is as good as anoth- 
er, since Fahrenheit's method of read- 
ing thermometers was not 
generally 


accepted by science as the proper mea- 
surement until after his death in 1736, 
the centigrade did not come into gen- 
eral use until years later, and 
there 


was no means of taking temperatures 
two hundred or even one hundred fifty 
years ago, at least in such a way that 
the figures would be scientifically com- 
parable to those of today. It was not 
until after 1850 that weather predicting 
on officially established meteorological 
data received from various* local sta- 
tions came into general vogue. 


Another peculiar statement, of un- 


usual interest to zoologists, is the story 
of great packs of wolves invading 
towns in Albania or Austria- and de- 
vouring human beings. 
People who 


have lived in Russia for many years 
say they never have heard first hand of 
any human being attacked by wolves 
even in rural areas, that the stories of 
families in sleighs throwing their (chil- 
dren one by one to appease the hungry 
pack are all sheer moonbeam, and that 
a pack of wolves entering a town rates 
with hen's teeth. Somebody apparently 
has dusted off File 2053: "Wolf stories 
to wire when news is low and so is the 
temperature." 


BAD NEWS FROM CHINA 


The latest news from China is dis- 


couraging. 


Just when it seemed that the new 


Nationalist government had been firm- 
ly established, new revolts have brok- 
en out. Various independent chieftains 
have revolted and are trying to set up 
separate stales. 
Segments of the nn- 


tional army arc in open mutiny, The 
government is crippled by acute finan- 
cial difficulties. And on top of every- 
thing else, one of China's periodic fam- 
ines is in sway. 


China has tremendous "latent possi- 


bilities. They cannot bo realized until a 
firm, orderly government is estab- 
lished. Every friend of peace and prog- 
ress will regret 
the country's new 


troubles.

THE ALAMO MASSACRE 


Ninety-three years ago today 250 Americans 


died In one of the bloodiest massacres in ottr 
history. They were members of the American 
garrison of the Alamo, an ancient mission church 
at San Antonio, Texas. 


The merciless attack, on JMarch 6, IS36. was 


led by General Santa Anna, who by 'a series of 
revolutionary gestures had put himself at the 
head of the Mexican government. It occurred 
just four days after Texas had declared its inde- 
pendence of Mexico. 


The butchery caused great excitement in the 


United States. "Remember the Alamo" became as 
stirring a phrase to Texans as "Give me liberty 
or give me death" was to the American colonists 
a half-century before. And on April 21 of the 
same year the Texans, 
under 
Sam 
Huston, 


overwhelmingly defeated Santa Anna's army of 
•1,500 men at San Jacinto, and took Santa. An pa 
himselC prisoner. 


During all this while, the United States main- 


tained a neutral position. It refused to become 
involved even when the Mexican Congress failed 
to ratify Santa Anna's promise of independence 
for Texas, given when he was taken prisoner at 
San Jacinto. It permitted, however, reinforce- 
ments for Huston to pass over American soil.

Of 
course all the shortcut or fad healers 
are glad to make use of the little 
sophistry when It helps to catch a' 
customer, but how a real doctor ran

without cracking a smile is—well. H 
ia a sad commentary on medjeal edu- 
cation and Hcensure. for it betrays 
a superficial knowledge of the ele- 
mentary principles of physiology.

Among the Interesting publications 


of the present season ia a novel by 
Roark Bradford 
under the 
title. 


"This Side of Jordan." It is inter- 
esting in itself and also because it 
shows the progress 
that is being 


made by a writer of real talent who 
has special information about the 
negro that very few writers possess. 


Roark Bradford first came into 


prominence a year or two ago when 
be won the year's O'JIenry Memorial 
prize with his short story, "Child of 
God." 
This \tas the tale of a negro 


who was awafung execution for mur- 
der. 
It was so penetrating In it-s 


probipg of negro psychology that 
there was hardly any 
chance to 


quarrel with the award of the com- 
mittee. The pr-e and tho fame }t 
gave the author were richly deserved- 


The next step in Mr. Bradford's 


development was tho publication of a 
book called "Ole Man Adams and 
His Chilluro." 
This appeared last, 


year and it was a very funny vol- 
ume. 
Again the author displayed a 


knowledge of negro psychology that 
was almost uncanny. 
He made the 


ignorant .negroes of the swamp sec- 
tion of TxHTjsisnti retell in their own 
word* the Bible stories that they 
had obtained by word of mouth. Most 
of the stories were all topsy-turvy, 
which was exactly the point of the 
book. 
Without- a word of explana- 


tion, merely by letting the negroes 
ttll their stories, the author managed 
to givo more information about the 
negro than Is to be met with in manv 
ambitious sociological works. 


Now for the first tima Roark Brad- 


ford has- attempted a full.fledged 
novel. Or at least "This Side of Jor- 
dan" Is a novel In form: In reality It 
is dominated by tlwj spirit of the 
short story writer. 


The book is made up of a series 


of. character sketches. It was obvi- 
ously written 
for the purp6a« 
of 


bringing out negro 
characttriatlca, 


not for the purpose of telling a uni- 
fied story. 
U is frankly a "local 


color" book and it does not depend 
on plot or story interest to hold the 
attention. Some sort of a plot there 
Is and also some story progression, 
but they are such a small part of tbf 
book's plan that it Is possible to rent!

terkln. Both of these writers take 
the negro very seriously as material 
for art but neither o£ them looks 
upon that material as propaganda. 
There has been a class ot writers 
who have always regarded the ne- 
gro as the subject of a, lecture to tho 
white men—the submerged and op- , 
pressed race that must be defended. 
This kind ot writer, both black and 
white, has generated a great deal of 
emotion. Julia Peterkin and- Roark 
Bradford have been content to take 
the negro exactly as he is, making no 
attempt to place him over against 
the white man. They have seen that 
he IB good material for fiction with- 
out the least idea of changing him in 
any respect or defending him against 
anything. They arc disinterested ar- 
tists and all their energies are ex- 
pended on trying to understand the 
negro and presenting him faithfully 
to their readers. 


This -Is altogether admirable and 


much more worth while 
than th^ 


propaganda negro fiction. 
It is of 


course a thousand miles above the 
Octavus Roy Cohen type that sees 
the negro merely as comic opera 
stuff. "This Side of Jordan" Is one 
of the best novels of its particular 
type.

Production now is estimated to be 


nearly 7 per cent above normal. 
Few corporations or business men 
are able to bay honestly that thcj 
have not been able to obtain money 
for business needs despite the vol- 
ume; of funds which has gone into 
the call money market for trading 
purposes.

Gunn. director and assistant direc- 
tor of the city vocational school 
division at Madison, according to 
M. M. Hanson, 
instructor _ in the 


plumbing industry at Appleton vo- 


Of the 400 hours 
required 
by 


state law, 250 are 
devoted to a 


study of the theory of water supply 
and sewage disposal. The remain- 
der of the hours are used for prac- 
tical wo*. The Wisconsin plumbing 
code is the basis of instruction. 


As this material is studied, relat- 


ed information such as mathema- 
tics, science and drawing is taken 
up. 
Tn mathematics, for example, 


appears the use of tables, figuring 
of sewer grades, tanks.. water and 
waste pipe capacities, offsets, areas 
and weights. All the mathematics <s 
arithmetic, but all of it is applied 
strictly to the plumbing trade. 


Science related to plumbing 


eludes causes and prevention 
syphonage, determining both 
and water pressures in tanks and 
pipes and the theory of water cir- 
culation. 


REPAIR WORK IMPORTANT 
A new boy proceeds to study the 


theory of installing plumbing in the 
same 
sequence 
that 
he 
would 


do a house job. 
First is the 


study of the sewer and water pip- 
ing from the street to the house. 
Next he learns about the drain in- 
side the house, the installing of the 
material called by the trade "rough- 
ing in"—"placing the fixtures, run- 
ning the water lines in the base- 
ment, tests and inspection. 


A subject carefully considered is 


repair work. Only 10 per cent of 
plumbing work is repair work, but 
through it the plumber has 90 per 
cent of his contact with the public. 
Proper methods of repairing fauc- 
ets, tanks, pipes and removing of 
stoppages' are considered. 


Emphasis is placed on the matter 


of conduct. 
By citing experiences 


every learner is urged to do neat 
work, to tend strictly to business, 
leave his work clean and to conduct 
bimse\f as a gentleman. 


"While the apprentice -is studying 


the methods of installing plumbing 
in a building together 
with the 


science and mathematics relative to 
it, he carries on a regular course in 
plumbers drawing. Simple lay-outs 
of fixtures are given land the con- 
necting pipes and1 traps are drawn. 
Sizes of pipes 
and fittings "used 


must be given. 


The course is designed to train a 


learner who is working and has the 
opportunity of seeing jobs and why 
they are superior. 


By the aid of drawings he learns 


to make a mental picture of his 
work which helps him to avoid diffi- 
culties on the mob by anticipating 
them. Such training properly used 
will save the public much expense 
by reducing lost motion and errors 
to a minimum.
